"A Revolution has taken place in 
france. The National G uard has 
deserted the King and joined the 
people. 
A dreadful battel has taken

Kings’ G uards— the latter was de­ 
feated—killed from five to six thou­ 
sand!” 
When this paper was put to press, 
the particulars of the above im ­ 
portant event had not reached us 
through our exchange city papers— 
but wp learn verbally that the rev­ 
olution has been complete—that the 
King of France has fled taking with 
him all the Crown jewels—th a t the 
Duke of Orleans has been placed at 
the head of the Government, tem ­ 
porarily and it was expected th at a 
Regency would be appointed, until 
the young Duke of Bordeaux, the 
next heir to the throne, attained his 
majority. The pavements of Paris 
it is said, were torn up during the 
contest, to furnish missiles for the 
Kings’ 
Guards, 
who 
were 
not 
slaughtered, 
have 
been 
disarmed 
and still remained in Paris. 
The 
slaughter on both sides was very 
considerable; but no destruction of 
property was allowed, except at the 
palace 
of 
the 
Archbishop, 
from 
which the National G uard had been 
Ared upon. 
After order was re­ 
stored. Gen. Lafayette was appoint-

tional Guard.
